A Bill further to amend the Representation of the People Act, 1951. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows :- - 


This Act may be called the Representation of the People ( Amendment) Short title, 
Act, 1966 . 
In section 139 of the Representation of the People Act , 195I ,

( ii ) after sub -section ( 1 ), the following new sub - section shall be 
inserted , namely – 

" (IA ) If any question arises as to whether a member of either 
House of Parliament or of either House of the Legislature of a State 
has become subject to the disqualification mentioned in clause (c) 
of sub -section (1 ) of section 139 of this Act, the question shall be 
referred for the decision of the House of Parliament or of the House 
of the Legislature of the State , as the case may be , of which he is a 
member, and the decision of the said House shall be final."

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Use of force or threat to use force, by a member of a Legislature against 
another member or an officer of a Legislature is against all canons of 
decency and civilized behaviour. It lowers the prestige and dignity of the 
House. Such conduct may even pose a serious challenge to parliamentary 
democracy . 


LIONS 


The Bill secks to disqualify a person from the membership of Parlia 
ment or of the Legislature of a State, as the case may be , if he resorts to such 
behaviour .
